He was confident 
himself that the first condition is 
still constant with variations that 
are not determining and will not 
persist. We can still continue to 
grow wheat in competition wit 
the world, taking into account the 
fertility of our soil, the intelli 
gence of our farmers and the ef: 
ficency of our marketing and fins 
ancial systems. 
clude the necessity of having to 
change our methods to meet new 
competitive conditions, We can 
grow as good wheat at as low pri- 
ces as any country in the world, 
That to his mind was # starting 
point in the consideration of this

The problem is one of marketing 
We shall make a partial contribu 
tion to its solution by lessening 
the amount which we shall ask the 
outside world to absorb. But after 
every possible reduction is made, 
by the enlargement of what is be 
ing called sustenance farming, 
which is an suphemism for pea 
sant farming, and by greater diver 
sification of larger scale farming 
the problem remains. Check over 
the situation anyway you like and 
you will come back to this: That 
we have in western Canada at 
least twelve million acres that wil 
have to be abandoned if not put to

A Gigantic Task 

This is a task of immense mig 
nitude, It might as well be facea 
unflinchingly. British Empire mar 
kets, under the most favorable aus 
pices, could not absorb a third of 
it. We have to sell about one hun 
dred millions on the continent of 
Europe ,if we are to dispose ot 
this amount. We have done this in 
the past though this is not shown 
by our faulty statistics. We can do 
jt in the future if we oniy have to 
get over the obstacles of price and 
quality, What blocks us is the 
stonewall refusal by the European 
nations to let us sell our wheat to 
them, except in driblets, on 
grounds as they think of national 
economic welfare. Germany, once 
a good customer for our wheat, an 
industrial nation whose life de 
pends on being able to produce ils 
goods cheaply, compels its artl 
sans to pay three times what good 
Canadian wheat would cost for na 
tive produce--wheat of inferior 
quality, rye, potatoes, Other na- 
tions in Europe are following the 
same course to the same ends, 
Against the national policies which 
think this good business and 
against the mentality which in 
spires these policies, western Can 
ada is powerless, This country 
has fitted itself to feed a large 


portion of the world; and it can no’ 


longer serve this purpose because 
the people for whom we grow this 
food and who would be glad to get 
it are forbidden to buy it, because 
under the ideas of national polity, 
that are now in possession of the 
world, their mouths are dedicated 
to the consumption of inferior 
food at three times the price for 
the supposed strengthening of na 
tional unity and national welfare. 
While this spirit is dominant in 
the world there is no solution of 
this problem; all we can do is to 
complete for such maikets as are 
still open, improve our organiza: 
tion, lower our costs of produc 
tion, where this is available, and 
stand by for a change in world 
conditions with all that this will 
involve in the way of — rendering 


moral and material support to 
those who are representing Canada 
on this exposed sector of the 
world’s economic battle line, This 
change may come more rapidly 
than now seems probable; for in 
the great inquest which is now 
going on all over the world into 


this depression, its causes and the
